National Endowment for the Arts Programs from FY16-FY18 
  The Blue Star Museums program provided free admission to 

thousands of active military personnel and their families at 115 
participating museums in Maryland. 

  The Poetry Out Loud is a national competition which develops 
communication skills, presence, and confidence through the 
study, memorization, and public recitation of poetry. In Maryland, 
over 25,240 students participated from among 122 high schools. 

The Big Read program generated 127 community events focused 
on reading outstanding American lite rature and involving more  
than 9,420 adults and students in Maryland. 

The Shakespeare in American Communities program enabl  ed 
schools in Maryland to offer 10,500 children the opportunity to 
see free live professional performances of Shakespeare. 

The Creative Forces program is expanding access to creative arts 
therapies and arts engagement opportunities for injured service 
members, veterans, and their families and caregivers. National 
Intrepid Center of Excellence (NICoE) at Walter Reed is 
participating in this innovative program.
